“Yesterday, Dec. 17, the presi- 
dent of the Council of People’s 
Commissars, U.S.S.R., Comrade 
Stalin, returned from his vaca- 
tion to Moscow and entered on 
the fulfillment of his duties.” 

The announcement came _ as 
Byrnes, Bevin and Foreign Com- 
missar Vyacheslav M. Molotov, 
meeting here since Sunday, fin- 
ished their preliminary talks and 
prepared to get down to discus- 
sion of some of the basic issues 
of world peace and _ prosperity.

The control tower at the 
airport, however, expected little 
traffic since all the feeder fields 
in the surrounding area were shut 
down. Visibility was reported fair 
at the field, despite the snowfall 
which started there at 8:25 o’clock 
last night. 

Trains,, particularly from the 
east, were arriving up to three 
hours late, while bus schedules 
generally were upset, especially 
those from the southwest, with 
busses arriving as much as four 
hours late. 

St. Louisans were driving care- 
fully, after the experience of last 
|'Wednesday’s unexpected rush-hour 
snowfall, and no serious traffic 
accidents were reported. Driving 
‘was hazardous, however, particu- 
larly on side streets and county 
side roads, where the current fall 
settled on pavements already coat- 
ed with ice. Several persons were 
injured due to falls on ice.

6, 1941, on Fleet Move- 
ments at Pearl Harbor, 
Inquiry Group Hears. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 18 (AP)— 
A Senate-House inquiry committee 
learned today that the Japanese 
intercepted an American broad- 
cast Dec. 6, 1941, that gave them 
information on the number of 
battleships, cruisers and destroy- 
ers entering or anchored in Pearl 


Harbor. 


This disclosure came in a Jap- 


obtained through Gen. Douglas 
MacArthur’s headquarters in To- 
kyo and submitted to the Pearl 
Harbor committee. It was put 
into the records after V. Adm. 
Theodore 8S. Wilkinson, former 
chief of naval intelligence, had 
testified: 

1. The warships caught by the 
Japanese at Pearl Harbor on 
Dec. 7, 1941, might have had 
an hour and a half to get out 
to sea if a warning message had 
been sent from Washington as 
soon as he had urged. 


2. The fleet would have been 
less safe from any attack if it 
had been on the West Coast or 
at Lahaina Roads, another Ha- 
waiian anchorage, rather than 
at Pearl Harbor. 

A summarization of Japanese 
plans received from MacArthur 
showed the enemy was fully pre- 
pared to attack any ships anchored 
outside the harbor. 

Not Clear as to U. 8. Code Break. 

The committee had heard at 
length about American activities 
in breaking the Japanese codes, 
but today was the first time it had 
received evidence that the Jap- 
anese also were reading American 
messages. 

Comdr, Tomo Tachibana of the 
Japanese naval intelligence staff, 
furnished Col. F. P. Munson of 
MacArthur’s staff with his conjec- 
ture on what happened, since the 
staff officer in charge of the docu- 
ments on surveillance at Pearl 
Harbor had died and the docu- 
ments had been destroyed. 

Tachibana did not make it clear 
whether the Japanese had broken 
one of the American codes, but he 
said that on Dec. 6 “the United 
States broadcast of the number of 
battleships, cruisers, destroyers 
and others entering (or anchored) 
in Pearl Harbor was overheard.” 

Deductions on Small Craft. 
Tachibana said the Japanese 

also deduced from the signals to 
American ships the number of 
ships and small craft anchored 
in the harbor or out on training 
cruises,

HEADS PLEAD NOI 
GUILTY, SAY BOARD 
EXCEEDS. POWERS 


Trial, They Admit 
Forming AFL Group, 
but Charge Rule 
Against It Violates 
Their Civil Rights. 


Patrolmen Richard T. Miller 
and Bernard T. Casserly, leaders 
of the St. Louis policemen’s union, 
pleaded not guilty of violating de- | 
partment regulations by union ac-| 
tivity at the opening of their hear- 
ing before the Board of Police 
Commissioners today. 

Miller, acting president of the 
union, testified in his own behalf 


that he took an active part in the 
organization and beileves that “by 
collective bargaining some condi- 
tions could be remedied.” | 

“There is no organization in the | 
department for the defense of the 
policemen, and I believe the union | 
could accomplish this,” he said. | 

Emphasizing that the union. 
charter carries a no-strike clause, 
Miller asserted that the “police 
oath and duties come first.” 

Formal Answers Filed. 

Earlier in the hearing defense 
attorneys: Stewart Flanagan and 
Edwin D. Franey filed formal an- 
swers in which both Miller and 
Casserly admitted participation in 
the formation of the new union. 
Casserly is acting secretary-treas- 
urer. 

A policeman since 1928, Miller 
said that ni 1942 he was author- 
ized to establish a traffic analysis 
bureau only after he took the sub- 
ject up in hiss pare time with a 
board member. He previously dis- 
cussed the suggestion with’ the 
late Chief John H. Glassco, who 
summarily rejected the idea, Mil- 
ler testified. 

Discussing his efforts to get per- 
mission to attend a traffic course 
at Northwestern University last 
January, Miller said Chief James 
J. Mitchell dismissed that idea be- 
cause the department was short of 
men. hWen Miller asked if he 
could take the matter up with a 
board member, Mitchell warned 
him, “You might get fired,” Miller 
related. 

Miller revealed that he took the 
initiative in the plan to organize 
the union, writing to the national 
headquarters of the municipal em- 
ployes federation, with the result 
that an organizer was sent here. 
Discussing his admitted violation 
of a department rule, Miller de- 
clared, “It is my belief that rule 
violates any civil rights.” 

Miller, a motorcycle officer, 
served overseas with the Navy, be- 
ing discharged last January. He 
lives at 3924 Meramec street. 

Result of Collective Action. 

The answers observed that the 
union was the result of collective 
action for the purpose of present- 
ing in a “peaceful and orderly 
manner the desirability of correct- 
ing certain grievances.” Among 
the grievances cited were require- 
ments that policemen contribute 
to organized charities, whether 
they wished to or not. It was also 
alleged that ex-service men in the 
department are deprived of cer- 
tain rights, not specified, guaran- 
teed them under the G.l. Bill of 
Rights. 

Requesting that the Police 
Board find the defendants not 
guilty, the answers declared that 
the board is exceeding its lawful 
authority in the proceedings and, 
further, that rule 23, section 342, 
of the Police Manual interferes 
with the private lives of depart- 
ment members.

NUERNBERG, Dec. 18 (AP)— 
Seeking conviction of thousands 
of minor Nazi party officials as 
war criminals along with Adolf 
top leaders, American 
prosecutors today outlined details 
of an alleged Nazi plot to extermi- 
nate the Jews and wipe out the 
influence of Christian churches in 
Germany and the rest of Europe. 

Orders for anti-Jewish pogroms 
and confiscation of Christian 
church properties were carried 
out through the 600,000 members 


of the Nazi Leadership Corps who 
spread Hitler’s anti-religious doc- 
trines throughout Germany, ac- 
cording to evidence laid before the 
International Military Tribunal. 

The 21 Nazi leaders on trial for 
war crimes listened intently as 
American prosecutors also de- 
manded conviction of members of 
the Leadership Corps and five 
other Nazi organizations for Car- 
rying out the orders of Hitler’s 
inner circle. 

Kaltenbrunnér Stricken Again. 

Defendant Ernst Kaltenbrunner 
suffered another cerebral hemor- 
rhage today and officers of the 
tribunal announced he might have 
to be returned to an Army hos- 
pital. 

The former chief of the Nazi 
security police had been absent 
from the courtroom for the last 
two days because of severe head- 
aches. 

Kaltenbrunner suffered his first 
hemorrhage two days before the 
trial began and did not take his 
place in the prisoners’ box until 
last week, 

Relating how Nazi party leaders 
secretly inspired anti-Jewish po- 
groms, Col. Robert G. Storey, as- 
sistant United States prosecutor, 
read a directive from party head- 
quarters at the Munich Brown 
House that “the party should not 
appear outwardly as the origina- 
tor of the demonstrations, but in 
reality should organize and exe- 
cute them.” 

Answering questions of Lord 
Justice Geoffrey Lawrence, the 
presiding magistrate, as to how 
Nazi block leaders could have 
been responsible for orders from 
high party leaders, Col. Storey de- 
clared that the block leaders, who 
numbered more than 450,000, re- 
ceived their orders orally and thus 
there were few documents linking 
them directly with Nazi policy. 

The tribunal indicated some 
doubt that minor Nazi officials 
shared in war guilt responsibility 
with their leaders. Justice Law- 
rence yesterday had questioned 
the prosecution’s evidence that 
Heinrich Himmler’s Gestapo was 
ordered to co-operate with gaule- 
iters in conducting anti-Jewish 
demonstrations. 

Lawrence remarked that this 
seemed to him to be a police, 
rather than a party affair. 

Seizure of Church Property. 

Turning again to evidence that 
Nazi gauleiters led the campaign 
to confiscate church property, Col. 
Storey read an Elite Guard (S.S.) 
report that “all real estate owned 
by the churches is being claimed

War Orders Disclose— 
Hoped to Weaken 
Britain.

NUERNBERG, Dec. 18 (AP)— 
‘Adolf Hitler’s top secret war orders 
_showed today that the Fuehrer 
_once planned to invade the Middle 
East, to wage war on Turkey if 
necessary and made ready in 1940 
to occupy the whole of France. 

When Col. Gen. Alfred Jodl, Ger- 
man army chief of staff, was cap- 
tured last May, he surrendered a 
brief case which contained more 
than 50 of Hitler’s original war 
orders. 

Some of the orders have been 
submitted in evidence in the war 
crimes trial, in which Jodl is a de- 
fendant. The rest, kept in a bomb- 
proof safe, were made available to 
the Associated Press. 

War order No. 9, dated Nov. 29, 
1939, indicated that Hitler consid- 
ered Britain his most formidable 
enemy and that the “prerequisite 
for final victory is to beat Eng- 
Jand.” To do this, once the Ger- 
mans had disposed of the “Brit- 
fish-French expeditionary force,” 
Hitler planned that his navy and 
air force should bomb and block- 
ade Britain into submission. 

Plan to Support Iraq. 

_ Apparently realizing he had un- 
derestimated British tenacity, Hit- 
Jer issued order No. 30 on May 23, 
1941, announcing his intention of 
supporting Iraq against Britain as 
the first step of a Middle East 
offensive designed to weaken th 
British. | 

“I have therefore decided,” a 
Bubsequent order said, “to drive 
developments in the Middle East 
forward by supporting Iraq. 
Whether and how the English po- 
sition—in connection with the of- 
fensive against the Suez canal— 
can be brought to collapse will be 
decided only after Barbarossa 
(Army code name for the invasion 
of Russia).” 

The Middle East plan collapsed, 
obviously because the Red Army 
mever did. 

Hitler, however, also ordered a 
"co-ordination of the fight against 
the British position in the Medi- 
terranean and the Near and Middle 
East by a concentric attack which 
is planned from Libya through 
Egypt, from Bulgaria through 
Turkey and possibly also from 
Trans-Caucasia through Iran.” 

Bulgarian-Turkish Drive. 

The Bulgarian- Turkish drive 
Was necessary, according to Hit- 
ler’s generals, “in consideration 
that English reinforcements are 
to be expected in the Near and 
Middie East and especially for 
rendering the Suez Canal secure” 
and with the aim “of attacking 
the British position at the Suez 
Canal from the east.” 

“For this purpose,” one order 
read, “preparations must be made 
as early as possible to assemble 
such strong forces in Bulgaria as 
are necessary to make Turkey 
tractable or to break its resist- 
ance by force of arms.” 

Six months after France sur- 
rendered to Germany in the early 
stages of the war, Hitler became 
restive over possible “subversive 
resistance movements... in those 
parts of the French colonial em- 
pire (North Africa) which are 
now commanded by Gen. (Max- 
ime) Weygand.” 

Move Against France. 

Order No. 19, dated Dee. 10, 
1940, stated that if such resistance 
appeared, “the quick occupation 
of sections of the French mother- 
land now still unoccupied is to 
be prepared.” 

“At the same time the French 
home fleet and sections of the 
French air force stationed at 
home ports must be seized or at 
least prevented from going over 
to the enemy. Preparations of 
‘ this undertaking are to be camou- 
flaged in order to avoid alarming 
the French.” 

The Fuehrer considered this plan 
of such importance that the order 
specified that not even Benito 
Mussolini was to be apprised of it. 
However, a subsequent order can- 
celed the plan and substituted 
“guiding lines for operations 
against remaining France and the 
Therian peninsula” which provid- 
ed for Italian participation.

LONDON, Dec. 18 (AP)—An ap- 
peal by William (Lord Haw Haw) 
Joyce from a death sentence for 
high treason was dismissed today 
by the House of Lords, Britain’s 
court of last resort. 

Joyce, who broadcast for the 
Nazis over the Berlin radio, was 
not in the House when the déci- 
sion was announced. 

His attorneys had based his ap 
peal on the ground that he was a 
native of the United States and 
thus could not be guilty of treason 
to the British crown. 

Joyce’s final hope of escaping

Telling of the rush among Nazi 
leaders to put their hands on as 
many art treasures as possible, 
Col. Storey introduced ‘evidence 
of a falling out between Goering 
and Rosenberg. Letters showed 
that they clashed at least once 
over who should get certain art 
works. 


Another document submitted to 
the court was a Rosenberg letter 
to Hitler promising to give him 20 
paintings “with the hope this 
short occupation with beautiful 
things of art which are nearest to 
your heart will send a ray of 
beauty and joy into your revered 
life.” 


Turning to the prosecution’s 
charge that members of the Reich 
cabinet should be considered war 
criminals, Col. Storey produced 
documents to show that chiefs of 
the armed forces were in the cab- 
inet and that 17 of the defend- 
ants held cabinet posts at one 
time or another. 


The prosecution traced the rise 
of Nazi leaders to power.in the 
government, pointing out that 
non-Nazi cabinet members were 
either made members of the party 
or were forced to resign. One 
document showed that Grand 
Adm. Erich Raeder, one-time com- 
mander in chief of the German 
fleet and one of the defendants, 
was a cabinet member, 


Could Refuse Membership. 


“Tt was possible to refuse this 
party membership thus conferred, 
but only one man did this, Von 
Eltz Rubenach, who was Minister 
of Post and Transport,” Storey de- 
clayed. He produced a letter from 
Von Eltz Rubenach to Hitler Jan. 
30, 1937, refusing the offer of 
Nazi party membership, 


“Party membership would mean 
I should have to face without con- 
tradiction steadily aggravating at- 
tacks by party officers on Chris- 
tian confessions and those who 
want to remain faithful to their 
religious convictions,” he told Hit- 
ler in the letter. 


As the prosecution’s evidence un- 
folded, Justice Lawrence and Jus- 
tice Francis Biddle, United States 
‘representative on the tribunal, be- 
‘came increasingly critical of the 
presentation, complaining that evi- 
dence was “cumulative” ‘and de- 
claring that minute proving of 
known fact was unnecessary. 


Court Impatient. 


Later the court again expressed 
impatience with the detailed sub- 
mission of evidence. When Col. 
Storey presented photographs of 
Hitler, Goering and others in S.A. 
(storm troop) uniforms, Lawrence

CRUISER BEARING

U. S.-Bound Augusta Turns

LONDON, Dec. 18 (AP) — The 
American aircraft carrier Wasp 
and the cruiser Augusta were 
damaged in @ 70-mile-an-hour gale 
which swept the mid-Atlantic and 
battered the coast of England to- 
day. 

The United States Navy port of- 
fice at Southampten announced 
that the Wasp was on its way 
to Southampton to pick up troops 
when it ran into the storm Sun- 
day.

The Augusta, en route to the 
United States from Le Havre with 
troops, had its starboard side 
‘crushed in one or two inches and 
received similar damage to its 
bulkheads. No casualties were re- 
ported on either ship. 

Port officials said the Wasp 
was expected to put in at Plym- 
outh today for temporary repairs. 
The Augusta, which turned back, 
was expected at Southampton or 
Portsmouth. 

The southwest and west coasts 
of England have been in the grip 
of the gale for 24 hours. Two 
persons were blown off the dock- 
side at Aberdeen, Scotland, last 
night and drowned before res- 
cuers could reach them.

NUERNBERG, Dec. 18 (AP)— 
The mysterious death of an Irish 
revolutionary agent aboard a Ger- 
man submarine foiled Nazi plans 
to promote a revolution in Ireland 
and to sabotage British industries 
from Irish bases, Nazi Maj. Gen. 
Edwin Lahousen said yesterday. 
Lahousen, German intelligence 
fficial who is a prosecution wit- 
ness at the war crimes trial here, 
said in an interview that the Nazis 
planned to stir up revolt through 
the outlawed [Irish Republican 
Army. 

The revolution, he said, was to 
be synchronized with the Nazi in- 
vasion of Britain. This wat to be 
preceded by sabotage operations 
conducted against British war in- 
dustries by agents operating from 
Irish bases and assisted by the 
Irish Republican Army. 

Lahousen said the’ key revolu- 
tionary figure, whose death put a 
permanent crimp in the Nazi in- 
trigue, was an Irish-American in 
the LR.A. This agent worked his 
way from New York to Genoa, 
Italy, on a United States merchant 
ship, and went to Germany after 
making contact with Nazi intel- 
ligence officers, Lahousen added. 
After German operatives were 
sent to Ireland, the I.R.A. agent 
was put aboard a submarine on 
Aug. 6, 1940, for an undisclosed 
point on the Irish coast, Lahousen 
said. 

“The U-boat had been gone only 
a few hours when it sent a radio 
message that the agent had sud- 
denly died,” he continued. “There 
was great excitement caused by 
this in the Foreign Office. 

An investigation showed the man 
had died of illness.” 

Adm. Walter W. Canaris, Greek- 
born chief of German intelligence 
who subsequently was hanged for 
participation in the 1944 bomb plot 
against Adolf Hitler, was accused 
by the German Foreign Office of 
poisoning the agent, Lahousen 
said. 

“I can say that however mys- 
terious this whole affair was, it 
was absolutely out of the question 
that*Canaris poisoned him. 

“His death practically ended all 
enterprises in Ireland. With re- 
gard to other agents that went to 
Ireland, then to England, with 
the help of the I.R.A., I believe 
we succeeded in getting four or 
five of them across by using a 
submarine in one instance and an 
airplane in another. . — 
must say on the whole the enter- 
prise was a failure because they 
all were caught.”

NUERNBERG, Dec. 18—One of 
history's little known facts is that 
the Prussian police administra- 
tion, in a confidential report in 
1930, recommended the arrest of 


Adolf Hitler for high treason and | 


the supression of the Nazi party 
as an organization hostile to the 
German state. 

The author of this report today 
is assisting in the prosecution of 
21 of the fuehrer’s surviving satel- 
lites as war criminals. 

It was Dr. Robert Maximilian 
Kempner who, as ch‘ef legal coun- 
sel to the Prussian. state police, 
wrote 15 years ago that the Nazis 
were plotting a “revolutionary 
mass movement,” which would be 
capped by conquest. Now he is 
on the staff of Chief American 
Prosecutor Robert H, Jackson, in 
charge of the prosecution of the

Filed Reich in 1935. 

Kempner fled from the Reich in 
1935 after his release from Co- 
lumbiahaus concentration camp in 
Berlin. 

He was fired from the police 
administration when the Nazis 
took over in 1933 and Hermann 
Goering found his report. Kemp- 
ner from then on attended to pri- 
vate legal cases which kept him a 
good deal outside of Germany. 

In March 1935, however, journal- 
ist Berthold Jacob, who has ex- 
posed sensational information on 
secret German rearmament plans, 
was kidnaped on the Swiss fron- 
tier. A few hours later Kempner 
was arrested in Berlin on sus- 
picion that he might have been 
one of Jacob’s sources. He was 
held in Columbiahaus for two 
months and grilled by Reinhard 
Heydrich, then head of the Ges- 
tapo, who was later assassinated 
in Czechoslovakia. 

“I was one of the few anti- 
Nazis who survived Heydrich’'s 


‘ questionings and then Heydrich, 
| himself, I guess,” Kempner re- 
called. 

| The order for his arrest, 
'cidentally, is part of the prose- 
}cution’s evidence in the concen- 
tration camp phase of the Nuern- 
berg trial 

Came to U.S. in 1939. 

After his release, Kempner and 
‘his wife flew to Italy. He taught 
| political science there and in 
Nice, France. Later, he decided 
to go to the United States and 
arrived in New York on Sept. 1, 
1939. 

He became instructor in govern- 
ment administration at the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania, but soon 
started working as well for both 
the War and Justice Departments 
_in Washington, on foreign agents. 
He has been an expert witness in 
espionage cases. He started war 
crimes work several months ago. 

Kempner’s Prussian police re- 
port is a startlingly detailed blue- 
print of the Nazi underground and 
includes incriminating quotations 
from Hitler, Paul Joseph Goebbels, 
Alfred Rosenberg ‘and Wilhelm 
Frick. The two latter are defend- 
‘ants here. 

Mother Noted Teacher. 


Kempner’s mother, Lydia Kemp- 


ner, was the world’s first woman 


‘professor of bacteriology and an’ 
expert on tuberculosis. She taught. 


at Women’s Medical College in 
Philadelphia between 1895 
1899. (Robert was born in Frei- 
burg, Germany, on Oct. 17, 1899) 
and some years later she worked 
at the University of Chicago. A 
brother, Walter, is now teaching 
medicine at Duke University. 

In the spring of 1938, the year 
Benito Mussolini and Hitler weld- 
ed the Rome-Berlin axis, the two 
dictators visited Fiorence where 
Kempner was teaching. In ad- 
vance Gestapo agents rounded up 
him and his wife and other known 
anti-Nazis and held them for three 
weeks as a safety measure. 

“That was the only time in my 
life when I prayed for Hitler’s 
good health,” Kempner said.

RIO DE JANEIRO, Dec. 18 
(AP) — Brazil rejected yesterday 
Uruguay’s plan for interyention in 
the governments of Western Hem- 
isphere nations which follow anti- 
democratic principles. 

Previously, the foreign minis- 
tries of both Cuba and Mexico had 
rejected the Uruguayan proposal, 
jcontending that the principle of 
/non-intervention should not be 
weakened in any way. 


BUENOS AIRES, Dec. 18 (AP) 
—Argentina “cannot admit foreign 
interference in her internal prob- 
lems,” says Col. Juan Peron, for- 
mer Vice-President and presiden- 
'tial candidate of labor and nation- 
alist groups. 
| Peron was quoted by the news- 
paper La Calle as saying that “the 
tendency of the United States to 
involve itself in our national life 
will be abandoned when... the 
intenfions of our people are freely 
expressed.” He added that the 
Argentine people “bear no ani- 
mosity toward the United States 
or other American countries, and 
in fact I believe they bear none 
toward us.” 
| Argentina’s “future relations 
with foreign countries will be set- 
tled by means of compromise,” 
Peron asserted.

Hundreds of Workers Dem- 
onstrate Over Reduction in 
One Department.

A 20-minute demonstration by 
half of the 3700 production em- 
ployes of Wagner Electric Co. 
protesting against a wage cut in 
one department was staged in the 
lunch hour today at the main gate 
of the plant at 6400 Plymouth

Employes paraded before the 
gate carrying signs which read: 
Wagener While 
Workers Get Cuts”; “Stop Wage 
Cuts”; “Unite and Fight for $2 a 
Day Wage Increase” and “Sup- 
port the UAW-CIO Fight for 
Higher Wages.” 

William Sentner, vice president 


of the CIO United Electrical, Ra- 


dio and Machine Workers’ Union, 
bargaining agent for the plant’s 
production and maintenance em- 
ployes, spoke from a sound truck 
and called attention to the com- 


pany’s “policy of restoring prewar 
wage rates.” 


“We need wage increases and 
steady work, we don’t want wage 
cuts and bread lines,” he asserted. 
The company recently was allowed 
a 9 per cent price increase for 
motors, he said. 

Sentner said that during the 
war turret lathe operators were 
paid at a base rate of 75 cents 
an hour but that the company, in 
converting to production of con- 
sumer goods, reverted to prewar 
scales with hourly pay based on 
the size of the job. This resulted 
in a pay cut of $3 to $8 a week 
for 14 operators in one depart- 
ment, he said. 

“Unfortunately, the union has 
no provision in its contract deal- 
ing with ‘dead’ rates,” Sentner 
said. “Our contract rates are

other than the "recognized relief 
and pension associations, also was 
attacked in a motion to quash the 
charges. The motion, overruled 
by the board, stated that the 
charges failed to explain how the 
conduct of the officers cited was 
prejudicial to the good order and 
discipline of the department. The 
rule was attacked as “arbitrary, 
unlawful, unconstitutional and un- 
necessary.” 

Union Literature Introduced. 

Union literature was introduced 
in evidence by the prosecution, 
along with a copy of the Police 
Manual, which was adopted in 
1920. No witnesses were present- 
ed in support of the charges, the 
prosecution resting on the docu- 
mentary evidence. 

William F. Boeger, a city work- 
house guard and president of the 
district council of unions of state 
and municipal employes, testified 
that he administered the union 
oath to 543 members of the po- 
lice department. He read a sec- 
tion of the oath, which states that 
the pledge is “not inconsistent 
with my duties as a police offi- 
cer.” Boeger stressed the provi- 
sions of the charter of Local 549, 
the policemen’s union, prohibiting 
strikes. 

Open to Public. 

Roderick MacDonald of Madi- 
son, Wis., national union organ- 
izer, testified that he began union 
organization here last October and 
that he administered the oath to 
Miller and Casserly at 1 a.m. 
Oct. 21. The no-strike pledge was 
incorporated in the charter, Mac- 
Donald said, because the national 
union recognizes that the duties 
of policemen make it necessary 
that there be an “absolute re- 
striction on strikes.”

DID NOT ORDER

Capt. Charles B. McVay 
Ill Testifies Visibility 
Was Poor on Night of 
Sinking. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 18 (AP)— 
Capt. Charles B. McVay III testi- 
fied at his court-martial today that 
he did not order the Indianapolis 
to maintain a zigzag course the 
night the heavy cruiser was lost 
because he considered visibility 


Eiconditions made it unnecessary. 


Capt. McVay is being tried on 
charges of negligence and inef- 
ficiency in the loss of the warship 
July 30 while en route from 
Guam to Leyte. The Navy has at- 
tributed the ship’s loss to an en- 
emy submarine. 

The accused officer took the 
stand today at his own request. He 
said visibility was poor that night 
and there was no moon, hence he 
did not order the zigzag course 
maintained. 

Recounts Events After Blasts. 
Dramatically recounting the 
story of his actions in the 15 min- 
utes which elapsed between the ex- 
Mosions and the ship’s sinking, 
Capt. McVay said he was asleep in 
his emergency cabin when the ex- 
plosions occurred, He had retired, 
he satd, about 11 p. m. 

His first impression when awak- 
ened was that the ship had been 
struck by a suicide plane, Then, 
he said, he realized they were out 
of the arear where a suicide attack 
might occur, and he realized it 
must have been mines or torpe- 
does. 

He went out on deck, he said, 
and was informed that all com- 
munications were out, that the 
damage control officer had gone 
below to determine the situation, 
and that efforts to signal the en- 
gine room to stop engines had 
been fruitless. He said he sent 
word immediately to the radio 
shack to get out a distress mes- 
sage. 

He said he was unable to see 
anything from the bridge to indi- 
cate the extent of damage, but the 
ship then was maintaining a fairly 
even keel. 

The damage control officer re- 
ported shortly thereafter that his 
examination indicated the ship 
was badly damaged and asked the 
captain if he wanted to order the 
ship abandoned. 

McVay said he replied, “No,” 
that he thought the damage could 
be controlled and ordered the of- 
ficer to recheck. 

Then, he related, the executive 
officer reported the damage was 
so extensive that he considered the 
ship doomed and recommended 
that it be abandoned. McVay said 
because of his confidence in the 
executive officer’s judgment, he 
immediately told him to pass word 
to abandon ship. 

The executive officer went be- 
low to carry out that order, Mc- 
Vay continued, “and I didn’t see 
him again.”

Meanwhile, McVay said, he or- 
dered the ‘navigator to go to the 
radio room to make certain a dis-

NYLONS STOCKPILED 
BY SOME MAKERS, 
SCARCE IN STORES 


Yarn Available to Make 
2,500,000 Dozen Pairs a 
Month, Says Association. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 17 (AP)— 
Nylons have not turned up in 
quantity in retail stores, but stocks 
are being built up all along the 
line. 

The National Association of 
Hosiery Manufacturers said yes- 
terday yarn now was available to 
turn out 2,500,000 dozen pairs a 
month. ; 

Some manufacturers are stock- 
piling nylons until they can make 
sizable shipments to retail ac- 
Others are alloting output 
as it is available and retailers are 
building up their own inventories. 
Reports that large quantities of

WASHINGTON, Dec. 18 (AP)— 
A civil suit charging anti-trust vi- 
olations in the manufacture of tel- 
evision equipment has been filed 
against five corporations and three 
individuals, Attorney General Tom 
C. Clark announced today. 

The defendants are listed as 
Paramount Pictures Corporation; 
Television Productions, Inc.; Gen- 
eral Precision Equipment Corpora- 
tion; Scophony Corporation of 
America; Scophony, Ltd.; Arthur 
Levey, Earle G. Hines and Paul 
Raibourn, 

The Department of Justice iden- 
tified Scophony, Ltd., as a British 
firm with headquarters in London. 

The action was filed in the 
United -States District Court for 
Southern New York. 

Ciark’s announcement said the 
complaint alleges that the de- 
fendants “entered into a _ con- 
spiracy whereby General Pre- 
cision and Television Productions 
have complete control over the 
promotion, utilization or ‘suppres- 
sion of the Scophony Inventions 


within the Western Hemisphere, 
particularly the United States.” 

The announcement said further 
that under the alleged conspiracy: 

1. The world was divided into 
two non-competitive areas s0 
that Scophony,. Ltd., would not 
compete within the Western 
Hemisphere and General Pre- 
cision and Television Produc- 
tions would not compete within 
the Easturn Hemisphere. 

2. Scophony Corp. would not 
compete in either hemisphere.

Clayton Justice of Peace 
Accuses Lester Watson 
of Creating Row in His 
Court. 


Justice of the Peace John Wes- 
ley Ward Jr. of Clayton township 
today ordered Lester Watson, sec- 
ond assistant prosecuting attorney 
of St. Louis county, to show cause 
Jan. 7 why he should not be cited 
for contempt following what Ward 
termed “a row” in his court last 
Thursday when Watson sought to 
nolle-pros 11 cases. 

Ward charged that Watson 
“conducted himself in a disorderly, 
contemptuous and insolent man- 
ner, tending to interrupt official 
proceedings in the court and to 
impair the respect due my author- 
ity as an officer of the state.” 

Ward said he refused to dismiss 
the cases which Watson sought to 
nolle pros and retained them on 
his court docket because he felt 
there was sufficient evidence for 
him to pass on, 

Watson, who was appointed to 
the prosecuting attorney’s staff 
last April, said his action was 
“part of the office’s yearly at- 
tempt to clean up pending cases 
by the end of the year.” He said 
that in three or four of the cases 
there was insufficient evidence to 
proceed with prosecution and of 
the remainder Ward either had 
already heard the cases and 
handed down judgments or had 
them under advisement. 

“Ward's records are so poor it 
cannot be determined whether 
fines and costs already have been 
assessed in the cases,” Watson as- 
serted. “He is keeping them on 
the docket so he won't have to 
report to the County Court on 
them. 

“I think Ward’s conduct of his 
court should be investigated and 
an accounting made of fines and 
costs he has received,” Watson 
said. 

Ward said Watson was an hour 
late in appearing for court last 
Thursday and failed to apologize 
for his tardiness. He asserted the 
verbal tiff ensued when Watson 
requested dismissal of the cases, 
More than 100 spectators were in 
the courtroom at 3 North Central 
avenue, Clayton, Ward said. 

Ward also contended Watson il- 
legally holds office because he is 
a Richmond Heights City Council 
member. He said a state law 
prohibits a_ state officer from 
holding two offices. Prosecuting 
Attorney Stanley Wallach, when 


he appointed Watson, said ~ he 
thought Watson was entitled to 
hold both o! offices.

The proposal, advanced yester- 
day by Secretary of the Navy For- 
restal in a letter to Speaker Ray- 
burn, caught Capitol Hill off 
guard. nig 

“This is the first I have heard 
of it,” Chairman Carl Vinson 
(Dem.), Georgia, of the House 
Naval Committee told reporters. 
“I’m not saying anything until I 
know more about what they, have 
in mind.” Vinson indicated he 
would be in no hurry to call the 
Navy’s suggestion to the attention 
of his committee. 

“This is a complete surprise to 
me,” said Representative Shep- 
pard (Dem.), California, chairman 
of the appropriations subcommit- 
tee handling naval funds. “I don’t 
know a thing about it and there 
are lots of things I want to know.” 

Several members of Vinson’s 
committee expressed outright op- 
position. 

“This looks like a move in the 
direction of using the Navy t 
play world politics,” one said. “A 
parently we are to give away our 
surplus ships to strengthen the 
hand of Chiang Kai-shek in his 
fight with the Communists.” 

This member pointed out that 
Forrestal emphasized that the ‘‘ex- 
cess naval vessels of any type” 
which he proposed that the Presi- 
dent be authorized to give, lend or 
sell would be earmarked for “the 
Republic of China.” 

A few months ago the Naval 
Committee reported that there 
would be a surplus of 222 major 
combat ships after the Navy’s 
postwar needs were met. 

“Among these are six battle- 


ers,” a committee member said, 
“and before we give them away 
or sell them we should be certain 
that we don’t need them  our- 
selves, and that there is no chance 
they will ever be used against us. 
There is no way of knowing 
whether China is capable of using 
such ships effectively. Ceftainly 
she can’t operate them now.” He 
suggested that friendly South 
American republics be given first 
choice of any surplus ships,

The Japanese was seated at a 
small table with two members of 
the American defense counsel, two 
interpreters, and his own Japa- 
nese attorney. Tsuchiya sat quiet- 
ly and displayed no emotion. 

Maj. Harold H, Emmons Jr., 
Detroit, assistant defense counsel, 
attempted to remove two of the 
specifications against the defend- 
ant, but each request was denied 
by the commission. Emmons. con- 
tended there was no violation of 
international law in the charge 
that the prison guard forced Allied 
prisoners to slap each other.

Matsuoka until it was made useless by misunderstandings and deterio- i 
ration of relations, Konoye wrote in his lengthy political testament de- 
tailing Japan’s side of the negotiations which preceded the war. 


Subsequently, however, Konoye 
referred to the military as regard- 
ing the deal as a temporary ex- 
pedient. 

Matsuoka, named by Gen. Doug- 
las MacArthur Nov. 19 as a war 
criminal suspect, was last reported 
ill at his home in Nagano prefec- 
ture, when he sent word Nov. 23 
denying rumors that he had at- 
tempted suicide but pleading he 
was so sick he could not walk 
and considered himself “doomed.” 

The Associated Press obtained 
the Konoye- memoirs in Japanese 
three days before his suicide. 
They are being translated, and 
copies are in the hands of Joseph 
B. Keenan, United States special 
prosecutor of top war crimes 
cases in Japan. 


Plan to Meet Roosevelt. 


Konoye, the prince who was 
three times his country’s Premier, 
the last time in the tense sum- 
mer of 1941, reported: 

1. The late President Roosevelt 
suggested a tentative date — some 
time in October—and a place, pos- 
sibly Juneau, Alaska, for a per- 
sonal meeting with Konoye to dis- 
cuss peace. (It was in mid- 
October, however, that Japan by 
an Imperial Conference decision 
began preparing for war, and Gen. 
Hideki Tojo notified Konoye it 
was time for his Cabinet to resign. 
Tojo succeeded him.) 

2. Japanese naval leaders were 
fearful of a Pacific war but un- 
willing to oppose officially the 
»Army’s demand for it. 

$8. The‘then Foreign Minister 
Matsuoka was blamed by Konoye 
as suffering from jingoism and 
pro-Germanism plus “a bad mood” 
which led to sabotaging accepi- 
ance of the compromise plan. 
(Matsuoka held the view, Konoye 
said, as far back as May 1941, 
that Roosevelt had already de 
cided on United States entry into 
the European war.)

The plan further agreed that 
America and Japan “will not posi- 
tion naval and air strength which 
would mutually threaten the other 
, When the agreement is 
reached in the Japanese-American 
negotiations the two nations will 
dispatch fleets to visit the other 
formally and celebrate the arrival 
of peace in the Pacific.” 

Of high importance to Japan 
was Konoye’s statement that if an 
understanding were reached, there 
would be mutual exchange of 
necessary materials. He said it 
would provide that the United 
States should furnish credit and 
give “support and co-operation in 
the production and gaining of re- 
sources Japan desires in the 
(Southwest Pacific) area such as 
petroleum, rubber, tin, nickel and 
others.” 

The two countries would jointly 
guarantee the independence of the 
Philippines, wrote Konoye, and 
Japanese “immigrants to the 
United States and the Southwest 
Pacific would be considered in a 
friendly manner or be given the 
same treatment of non-discrimina- 
tion and equality as other na- 
tions.” 

The plan proposed, he added, 
that Japanese-American conver- 
sations be held in Honolulu, to be 
opened by President Roosevelt 
and Konoye, but later Alaska was 
mentioned.

Konoye's description of this pro- 
gram said it was based upon an 
American promise to help obtain 
Chungking’s agreement to peace 
in China. 

Settlement of the China hostili- 
ties was proposed as being vital 
for Japan and for American- 
Japanese rapprochement.

RURAL PHONE CALLS 
CARRIED ON POWER 
LINE FIRST TIME 


Commercial use of electric 
power lines to carry telephone 
cails was made the first time yes- 
terday by four members of a rural 
electric co-operative system at 
Brookland, near Jonesboro, Ark. 

A long-distance call, put through 
to the Post-Dispatch over the 
power lines from Brookland, dem- 
onstrated that it is no longer nec- 
essary to string separate telephone 
lines to bring service to isolated 
rural areas. The test, under com- 
mercial conditions, was jointly un- 
dertaken by the Craighead Elec- 
tric Co-operative of Jonesboro, the 
Rural Electrification Administra- 
tion, which has headquarters in 
St. Louis; the Bell Telephone lab- 
oratories and the Southwestern 
Bell Telephone Co. 

Power-line telephones were in- 
Stalled in the general store and 
the home of a resident of Brook- 
land and two nearby farmhouses. 
In outward appearance, the equip- 
ment used in the power-line car- 


ally used for telephone calls. A 
small box containing — electronic 
tubes similar to those in table 
radios produced a high-frequency 
current which carried the _  tele- 
phone conversation over the pow- 
er wires. 

A device known as a “coupler” 
installed on the pole outside each 
customer’s house allowed the car- 
rier current to enter or leave the 
power lines but prevented the 
power current from entering the 
telephone instrument. Under the 
carrier system, a person can Call 
anyone on his own power line, on 
another power line or on any tele- 
phone line provided both parties 
have the proper equipment.

“Serious Justice.” 

Keynes said: 

“I feel sure that serious injus- 
tice is being done to the liberal 
purpose and intense good will to- 
ward this country of the American 
people, as represented by their ad- 
ministration, and their ardent de- 
sire to see this country a strong 
and effective party in getting a 
distressed and confused world into 
the ways of peace and economic 
order.” 

Lord Bennett, former prime min- 
ister of Canada, expressed concern 
over withdrawal of the empire 
preference system in return for 
tariff concessions. 

“Preferences are family mat- 
ters,” he said amid cheers from 
Conservative members. “The 
United States accepted our prefer- 
ences without any protest, as did 
several European and _ “South 
American countries. But since 
1933 and 1934 the United States 
has consistently endeavored to de- 
stroy those preferences. To have 
these family preferences settled by 
other countries than the family 
countries is essentially wrong.” 


Attack by Woolton.

“Third, Congress should re- 
capture its legislative power and 
through its own committees and 
agencies draft al] subordinate 
rules and regulations needed to 
supplement acts of Congress; 


“Fourth, Congress should cre- 
ate a system of minor federal 
courts, localized throughout the 
country for the prompt 
hearing of the multitude of 
cases now tried by the execu- 
tive establishment.” 


Declaring the trend of United 
States Supreme Court decisions in 
recent years has caused “uncer- 
tainty of the law,” he told the 
delegates: 


“At some time this nation will 
surely stahd, without knowing it, 
at a crossroads which point, one 
way to freedom and order, and 
the other way to bondage and 
chaos. Many people cite good rea- 
sons for saying the day of choice 
is at hand. 

“If we pass blindly on, we may 
find ourselves so used to bar- 
gaining rather than adjudication, 
and so accustomed to politics 
rather than legal administration, 
that we will neither recognize nor 
appreciate a government accord- 
ing to law,” he told the dele 
gates. 

“In 1943, fn the Supreme Court, 
dissents were filed in 44 per cent 
of the cases; in 1944, in 63 per 
cent, and during the last term of 
court there were almost as many 
dissents or qualified concurrences 
as there were majority opinions. 

“If constitutions and laws are 
to have any meaning, their inter- 
pretation must be uniform when 
applied to the same facts and cir-

. Doubtless no one thing has a more pro- 
found and deadly effect on the economic 
life of a people than inflation. History 
is replete with instances where runaway 
inflation has worked untold hardship, 
misery and distress, frequently result- 
ink in revolutions. 

There is a limit to endurance, and it 
is found in an unchecked inflationary 
spiral. Let a medium of exchange be- 
come. sadly depreciated, which means of 
course a corresponding increase _ in 
prices, and it is like throwing a monkey- 
wrench into a delicate piece of machin- 
ery. 
Millions of note, bond and insurance 
policy holders, and others in the creditor 
class, will find not only that their invest- 
ments are practically worthless, but the 
income from them will be of little value. 
In addition, terrific hardship to the point 
of starvation will be the fate of clerks, 
teachers, pensioners, all salaried profes- 
sions, public or private, wage earners 
in poorer jobs and myriads of others who 
by the nature of their employment or 
position in life must live on a more or less 
fixed income—income not easily ~ or 
quickly adjusted to a rapid advance in 
prices. If pronounced inflation occurs 
during a time when large public ex- 
penditures are required, a municipality, 
state or nation is obligated to pay a debt 
out of all proportion to value received. 

And these economic evils are by no 
means the whole story, for there are 
the broken homes, sadness, discourage- 
ments, crime, suicide, loss of faith in the 
eternal fitness of things, bankruptcies, 
great need for ‘public and private relief, 
taxing the resources and wealth, if any, 
of those who temporarily profited by in- 
fiation. In fact, a long train of social 
evils might be recounted; the whole cul- 
minating in a national feebleness and 
lassitude from which it takes years to 
recover.

Col. Bernstein’s Charges 


More than 75 per cent of Germany’s war 
capacity is undamaged, since aerial warfare 
concentrated on temporary disruption of 
transportation, coal production and the 
manufacture of synthetic oil. 


The percentage of that capacity able to 
operate would be far greater if there were 
no interference with German efforts to start 
wheels rolling again. 


German production was so vastly ex- 
panded for war that German plants, unlike 
those in Great Britain and the United 
States, worked single shifts only. 

These are facts laid before the Senate Kilgore 
Committee by the one man who should know: 
Col. Bernard Bernstein. He has asked to be 
freed from his assignment as the AMG cartel 
expert in Germany. He does so because he is 
convinced that all his efforts to destroy the 
cartel system legally and physically, and to put 
German industry on a peacetime basis, will con- 
tinue to be frustrated by American and British 
business interests whose chief concern is the 
large-scale survival of German industry. 

This is the most damning evidence yet made 
public against the type of men recruited for 
economic phases of military government, against 
slipshod administration, tolerance of departures 
from strict directives and against the ignorance 
of an entire nation as to the most basic causes of 
war. 

The public has not insisted on what Col. 
Bernstein considers, and the State and War 
departments ought to know to be, a minimum 
essential to making Europe safe: “A full-grown 
organization of men fully sympathetic with our 
policy to carry out the job” of cartel-busting. 
We have instead a group which includes Amer- 
ican bankers and industrialists who have finan- 
cial interests in those same cartels. The public 
has not demanded to know whether IG Farben 
is being broken up, although Bernstéin testifies 
that only two minor Farben plants in the Amer- 
ican zone have been destroyed. 

Consequently, German industry, “which dis- 
regarded all human values and committed itself 
to a program for world domination,” is being 
protected by representatives of the very people 
who were willing to spend billions of dollars 
and thousands upon thousands of lives to see 
that it did not survive to dominate the world. 

There is something horribly wrong with the 
picture Col. Bernstein paints. 
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Eisenhower Outdoes Grant 

Gen. Eisenhower, pouring cold water on Sen- 
ator Capper’s suggestion of his name, for the 
Republican nomination in 1948, says he wants 
no political post, whether a small-town office 
or the presidency. The statement puts the Gen- 
eral one up on a noted predecessor in disavowals 
of ambition. 

Carl Sandburg chronicles that when Gen. 
Grant was first boomed for the presidency, in 
January, 1864, he replied: 

I aspire to only one political office. When 
this war is over, I mean to run for Mayor of 
Galena, and if elected, I intend to have the 
sidewalk fixed between my house and the 
depot. 

Grant’s unhappy time as President 1s enough 
to deter any later military hero from harboring 
White House ambitions. Whether that influ- 
enced Eisenhower, he isn’t saying, but one thing 
is certain: If there’s any sidewalk in Abilene 
that he wants fixed, he won’t have to get him- 
self elected Mayor in order to get the job done. 
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Reporters Barred From China 

Time Magazine reports that the well-known re- 
porter, Edgar Snow, has been* refused permis- 
sion by the Chungking Government to cover 
United States Marines’ operations in China. 
Through the Saturday Evening Post, Mr. Snow 
has protested to the President, Secretary Byrnes 
and Gen, Eisenhower. It appears, moreover, the 
Chungking Government has barred other re- 
porters—Darrell Berrigan of the New York Post, 
Harold Isaacs of Newsweek, Brooks Atkinson 
of the New York Times, Leland Stowe of the 
New York Post and Vincent Sheean. 

It is true, of course, that Snow, author of the 
best-selling “Red Star Over China,” has been 
sympathetic to the cause of the Yenan Govern- 
ment, otherwise known as the Chinese Com- 
munists, and that may be true of others on 
Chiang Kai-shek’s blacklist. But there are plen- 
ty of American publicists in China who are pre- 
senting the case of the Chungking Government 
to the American people. Why is Chiang Kai-shek 
afraid of articles concerning Yenan, which rep- 
resents many millions of Chinese and is not a 
Marxist outfit at all, but a government whose 
chief concern is agrarian reform? 

The incident again emphasizes that Chiang 

Kai-shek is operating a military dictatorship in 
China and not a democracy. He is not content 
with a close censorship of outgoing dispatches 
about his Government, but now bars distin- 
guished reporters who want to lay the whole 
story of China before their readers. 
- Since Chiang Kai-shek survives in China with 
the help of American armaments and diplomatic 
support, he should be reminded by the State 
Department that the American people do not 
look kindly on attempts to control the press. 
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Mass-Trial Phase at Nuernberg 

When American prosectuors yesterday called 
on the Nuernberg tribunal to convict the 600,000 
members of the Nazi Leadership Corps as war 
criminals, they were following a plan of pro- 
cedure laid down last June by Justice Jackson. 
That plan is designed primarily to save time, 
duplication and red tape. It is not designed, as 
critics of the Nuernberg methods have charged, 
to condemn men without a chance for defense. 

Mr. Jackson cited various German organiza- 
tions which were criminal in their objectives and 
methods, and they were indicted as a body two 
months ago. These groups include the Reich 
Cabinet, the Gestapo, SS and SA, in addition to 
the Leadership Corps. If any organization is 
found guilty, its members are subject to punish- 
ment, but all have the right to enter personal de- 
fense on such extenuating grounds as joining 
the body under duress. 

Obviously, it would be impossible to try the 
600,000 members of the Leadership Corps in- 
dividually, and then the vast number of persons 
belonging to the other groups. But the Nazi 
conspiracy was a far-reaching one, and justice 
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demands penalties on its participants, in accord- 
ance with the degree of their offenses. The 
principle of trials by groups, with provision for 
individual appeals, is a sound conception, both 
for the doing of justice and fairness to in- 
dividuals. 
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Restaurant Sanitation Swindle 

One after another, surburban municipalities 
(little Glendale is the latest) have adopted strong 
ordinances for the inspection and grading of 
restaurants and taverns. But St. Louis has no 
such law, and it has no early prospect of getting 
one. 

The bill introduced in the Board of Aldermen 
last week has two glaring defects. It has no 
grading provision, and thus lacks a tried and 
proved incentive to reaching and maintaining 
highest standards of cleanliness. It provides for 
appeals from the Health Commissioner’s judg- 
ments, not to a higher level of city government, 
but to a special commission with no political re- 
sponsibility to the electorate and plenty of re- 
sponsibility to those whom it shouldn’t favor. 

As the bill stands, a majority of the commis- 
sion will be drawn from the very trades it is sup- 
posed to regulate. It would be like appointing, 
while they continue to hold their old jobs, heads 
of railroads, barge lines, truck lines and pipe 
lines to the Interstate Commerce Commission, 
and it promises comparable results. 

That such results are intended is suggested 
strongly by the way the Board of Aldermen 
abhors the workable model ordinance used suc- 
cessfully in most other cities that lay claim to 
progressiveness. It is more than suggested b® 
the careful secrecy which surrounded the con- 
ferences between the drafting committee and the 
restaurant and tavern keepers who were so very 
glad to help with the job. 

The health-minded majority of St. Louisans 
have already been swindled by aldermanic de- 
lays in this affair. They will be swindled 
still worse if this pretext of a bill is pushed 
through in an effort to deceive them. But 
there is nothing much St. Louisans can do about 
it except let it be known that they are eating 
either at home or outside St. Louis and storing 
away the record for the next city election. 
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The Justices Hear Yamashita 

The United States Supreme Court’s agreement 
to consider the appeal of Gen. Yamashita is a 
magnificent display of the impersonality of law 
in a world in which lawlessness has lately run 
amok. 

Yamashita has won no right to be treated as a 
human being. The bestialities committed in the 
Philippines under his command canceled any 
claim he may have had to leniency. The flyers 
and mothers and children stabbed and burned, 
the 12- and 14-year-old Filipino girls raped, their 
breasts cut off, their hair soaked in gasoline and 
set aflame, the hundreds of Americans driven 
to madness and death in the hell hole of the 
prison ship Oroyku Maru—because of these 
atrocities, and for all of his three stars, Tomoyuki 
Yamashita has no longer any title to the name 
of man. 

But even over the unspeakable dregs of hu- 
manity in which he has his miserable being, the 
law is the law. It is the Great Impersonal—the 
dignity of fair trial, the right of appeal, the 
seemliness of due process, even to one to whom 
those are words above his head. The Supreme 
Court hears and will consider the appeal of 
Tomoyuki Yamashita as if he were a man and 
deserved it. 
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Psychiatry in the Rough 

There are limits to the credulity of the lay 
mind, and psychiatrists of the Veterans’ Admin- 
istration have plain overshot them with a pro- 
nouncement that the game of golf is good for 
mental health. The most unscientific duffer who 
ever held a fivesiron knows with bitter certainty 
that golf is rather a cause than a cure of psy- 
choses. With a smattering of psychology, any 
golfer could list the ills attendant on this dan- 
gerous game. 

There is puttitis, that sudden spasm of the 
nervous system accompanied by loss of speech, 
which is the unfailing consequence of a muffed 
three-foot roll to the cup. Equally common is the 
brachial block, or inability to follow through, 
which in time attacks the seat of reason. Then 
there is insidious anarithmeticosis—unwillingness 
to count, experienced commonly in sand hazards 
—Wwhich undermines the moral system. 

But why go on? Such is the pastime seriously 
prescribed for rehabilitating the battle-weary 
minds of veterans. If this be psychiatry, we'll 
take parchesi. 
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The Police Board evidently feels that the only 
rights policemen should uphold are other peo- 
ple’s. 
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Poor Time to Break Up USES 


The National Planning Association has some 
strong arguments on its side when it urges con- 
tinued Federal control of the United States 
Employment Service instead of returning its 
functions to the states, as provided in a bill 
recently passed by Congress. 

Soon after the war effort began, job place- 
ment was centralized under Federal auspices. 
Workers were more effectively mobilized in this 
way for war production than if 48 agencies had 
been attempting the job. The necessity for ef- 
ficient placement of workers has not ended, 
The task of finding suitable employment for the 
millions of veterans and released war-plant 
workers is a formidable one. As Mr, Truman 
said in his message of last Sept. 6: “To make any 
decided change in the machinery to handle this 
problem now would cause unnecessary hardship 
to workers and veterans. It would slow down 
the entire process of reconversion.” 

Congress disregarded this reasoning, in favor 
of breaking up an effective employment organi- 
zation into 48 agencies, with varying standards, 
varying efficiency and few facilities for co- 
operation. Mr, Truman’s next move ought to be 
acceptance of Reconversion Director Snyder's 
reported advice that he veto the bill. 
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The biggest need jn the housing shortage is 
probably an OPA ceiling on talk. 
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For a More Democratic Army

from ranks; merit, not seniority, should be basis for advancement. 


From Yank, the Army Weekly 


Yank has been serving as the magazine 
of the enlisted man for some three and a 
half years now, and we feel that we know 
pretty much about the Army. We are even 
willing to give the Army some advice on 
how to make itself more appealing to re- 
cruits, how to keep the voting public hap- 
py about it and how to save a few mil- 
lions of dollars in advertising. 


You see, this peacetime Army will, for- 
tunately or unfortunately, have to be made 
up of a great many more enlisted men than 
officers, Our idea is to make it more at- 
tractive to these enlisted men—and, inci- 
dentally, a better Army all around. 


The ideas we suggest are offered sincere- 
ly. They are a composite of what the en- 
listed man has been thinking about all 
along, a gathering of material which has 
been piling up in Yank’s mail bag and of 
observations made by Yank enlisted-men 
correspondents in all theaters of the war 
and at home. 


For Basis of Experience 


First, let’s have more promotion from the 
ranks. By this we mean that every possi- 
ble position requiring a commissioned of- 
ficer should be filled by a man who had 
had some service as a GI, Let every West 
Pointer, either just before entering or just 
after leaving the Academy, put in a year 
as a noncommissioned soldier. 


Knock out political appointments of of- 
ficers, and, in those cases where some of- 
ficers have to be directly commissioned to 
do a certain job, make public their qualifi- 
cations for the job and let them be passed 
upon by a board of officers who have had 
experience in the ranks before granting 
their commissions. 

Such a system would give enlisted men 
an incentive to work toward eventual of- 
icership and would attract a smarter type 

f soldier to recruiting offices. It would 
also deal a blow to the “officer caste” type 
of thinking which is already in danger of 
permeating our entire Army. Something 
like this “officer caste‘’ came into power in 
Germany, and the German General Staff, 
and a130-year cycle of wars—two of them 
world wars—was the result, 


Yank believes that a man should not be 
eligible for officership because of an acci- 
dent of birth or education or political con- 
nection. An officer should be given the op- 
portunity to prove himself first in the ranks. 


Tests for Promotion 


For our second improvement, let’s have 
all promotions—both noncommissioned and 
commissioned—on a basis of competitive 
examination without overdue attention to 
seniority. 

But let’s have a few less Sergeants made 
Sergeants simply because they’re good guys, 
and let’s put an end to the ridiculous sight 
of capable young junior officers prancing 
around their CO like so many newly rich 
women around a reigning dowager, trying 
by this favor and that attention to buck 
their way a grade higher. As to séniority, 
there is no evidence that hardening of the 
arteries, even in Colonels, is an infallible 
index of brain power, 

And let's do something about making of- 
ficers as liable under military law for their 
errors and faults as GIs already are. Every 
enlisted man knows that an officer can, and 
sometimes does, get away with a hell of a 


lot without any more serious bother than 
a reprimand and a change of station. 


If an officer is unfit, don’t just ease him 
into a clerical job or hold up his next pro- 
motion a month or two. Bust him, as you'd 
bust a Corporal in the same position. If 
the officer’s good, he can climb up again. 
That seems to be Army reasoning in the 
case Of GI malfeasances; why not apply it 
to officers? 


Too Much Stress on Rank 


Let’s also do something about keeping 
distinctions of rank in their proper place. 
Rank, and the respect due to it, are neces- 
sary for the organization of the Army. 
There must be men to give orders and other 
men to obey them, but there is no need to 
differentiate between officers and men off 
post or off duty. This differentiation has 
been made in this war, and it has had uni- 
formly bad results, Let's get rid of it. 


As a first step here, let’s abolish differ- 
ences in uniform (except for insignia), in 
messing facilities, in equipment, in quarters. 


Perhaps in this last instance there might be 


fewer men assigned to a room as rank in- 
creased, but there should be no difference 
in type or quality of housing. 


All ranks should have the same type of 
quarters for the same reason that they 
should have the same type of food. And for 
the additional reason that there has been 
no single cause of GI hatred for officers 
—and we use the word “hatred” advisedly 
—greater than the hatred stirred by looking 
aut of a match-box barracks or a dust-rid- 
den tent to see your platoon commander 
breezing off to a@ soft bed in officers’ quar- 
ters or a quick one at the chrome and 
plastic bar of a movie-type officers’ club. 


Not a Democratic Practice 


There should be no social difference be- 
cause of rank, because there are no social 
differences in the human beings involved— 
except as individuals, You'll find many a 
bore, and even a boor or three, with stars 
on his collar, and there are some charming 
and amusing people with only one stripe 
or less on their sleeves, 


The most depressing spectacle of this 
war, and the most disgusting for some sol- 
diers who had a slight pride in the fact 
that they were said to belong to a “demo- 
cratic” Army, was the sign “Off Limits to 
Enlisted Men.” 

The idea that the technical artificiality 
of rank, a label useful only to clarify the 
chain of command, could entitle one man 
to eat in a good hotel and banish another 
to a flyspecked zinc counter has no part in 
any Army that represents the United States. 


We on Yank believe the Army can bene- 
fit by studying these suggestions. We be- 
lieve that improvement within the Army is 
just 3,000,000 times as important as pub- 
licity outside the Army. We belfeve that 
ours can be as fine an Army as its poten- 
tials promise only by hard work from with- 
in on the part of every GI and every offi- 
cer, and by sharp observation from without 
by every civilian.

The Ravages of Erosion 
Seen as Peril to Nation 


*“*Food or Famine: The Challenge of Erosion,” by 
Ward Shepard, (Macmillan Co., New York.) 


One hundred million acres of the best 
crop-land in the United States have either 
been blown away or washed into the rivers; 
150,000,000 acres more are so badly damaged 
as to make farming unprofitable, and an 
additional 800,000,000 acres are bound for 
the same fate. This represents more than 
half of the nation’s land area, and unless 
something is done about it, this writer con- 
tends, famine will supplant abundance. 

Since the Pilgrims landed, Americans 
have been skimming off the fertile surface 
of the land, then abandoning it and break- 
ing new soil in its stead. By such destruc- 
tive farming methods, we have made more 
than 200,000,000 gullies down which produc- 
tive silt flows into rivers, to choke their 
channels and create greater flood hazards. 

But erosion and wind are not the only 
phases in the dilemma of land breakdown, 
The swift runoff of surface water, due to 
unwise deforestation, is threatening the un- 
derground water reservoir and producing 
drouths. 

* « - 

This author, an authority on forestry and 
conservation, challenges the theory that 
giant river dams alone can contro) floods. 
He contends that they will be overwhelmed 
by erosional debris and rendered virtually 
useless, unless the adjacent watersheds are 
placed under rigid control. 

Instead of limiting valley authorities to 
constructing dams, he suggests they be au- 
thorized to co-ordinate and expand con- 
servation activities of Federal and state 
governments and carry on a program of 
land reconstruction. 

As land depletion is the result of a pio- 
neer exploitative social system for which 
all Americans must assume a share of the 
consequences, Shepard proposes to float a 
low-interest bond issue to provide funds to 
reclaim the millions of acres now lost to 
production. 

He advocates a nation-wide organization 
of land-management districts, with experts 
in charge, to apply scientific methods to 
the nation’s farms and forests. 

Lands now in such a state of depletion 
that they can no longer produce would be 
transformed into forests, game refuges and 
grazing commons which would provide work 
for rural toilers and eventually produce 
revenue from timber and grazing herds. 
After a generation or more, some of the 
present waste areas could be fully restored 
and again placed in farm production.

Fascinating Facts About Words 
Dictionary of Word Origins, by Joseph T. Shipley, 

(Philosophical Library, New York.) 

Among the most fascinating of all the 
scholarly pursuits is the tracking down of 
the origin and evolution of words. Dr, 
Shipley has collected some surprising spec- 
imens; for instance: 

“Marshal,” now the highest military rank, 
originally meant horse-tender. “Dunce”™ 
comes from John Duns Scotus,. medieval 
scholar, who was ridiculed for his hair- 
splitting. “‘Demijohn” is not half of a meas- 
ure called a john, but stems from the French 
“Dame Jeanne,” or Lady Jane, from the 
corpulent shape of the jug so named. 
“Silly” originally meant blessed, then came 
to signify idle (as in the Ancient Mariner’s 
“silly buckets on the deck”) and finally de- 
veloped its present meaning. And Jordan 
almonds, it is disclosed, have nothing to do 
with the Biblical river, but owe their name 
to “jardin,” the French word for “garden.” 

Many more such items of philology await 
those who consult this scholarly but in- 
formal work.

They in- 
gisted on very great conditions, 
nothing less than that the foreign 
economic policy of Great Britain 
shall be devoted to restoring an 
international economic order 
which is favorable to free and 
private enterprise. 


A Cardinal Error. 


The question, then, is whether

| But of Messrs. Vinson and Clay- 
ton, and behind them the Presi- 
ident and ‘the Secretary of State, 
-had posed also political conditions, 
‘they would have weakened their 
'bargaining power. 


'Insufferable Conditions. 


For then they would have been 
trying to use the power of money 
to challenge the sovereignty of 
Britain, its national independence, 
its political equality among the na- 
tions and its deepest national 
pride. They would have been say- 
ing that we are rich and, for the 
time being at least, they are poor, 
and they must bow to our will, 

This would have been immoral, 
as immoral as if a banker said to 
his client that in addition to 
adopting -sound principles in his 
business, the client must also let 
the banker tell him whom he must 
invite to his house and how he 
must vote. 

Conditions of this sort, even if 
they were in themselves reason- 
able, would have been regarded 
rightly as insufferable by the Brit- 
ish people. 

The people who stood alone aft- 
er Dunkerque, and faced the worst 
that Hitler could do to them, are 
not a people who will sell any 
part of their independence for 3% 
billion dollars. Our negotiators 
understood this, and far from hav- 
ing to apologize defensively for it, 
‘it is one among many features of 
their work which proves that they 
‘have been statesmen and “not 
hucksters and pettifoggers. 


We Can Still Bargain. 


Moreover, it is simply not true 
that having used our bargaining 
power legitimately, within its 
proper and practical limits, we 
have no bargaining power left in 
other matters that are at issue, 
The United States has enormous 
bargaining power, that is to say 
influerice, in London owing to the 
fact that, no less after this credit 
than before, political collaboration 
with the United States is a vital 
British interest. 

That does not mean that Lon- 
‘don will always agree with us, It 
does mean that on matters of 
great moment London is certain 
to make every possible effort to 
‘see there is agreement among us. 

In the best and the genuine 
meaning of the words, this is bar- 
gaining power. The agreement 
will enhance it and not diminish 
| it. For it binds together the 
'United States and the British 
Commonwealth and Empire in an 
economic system which can be 
made to work only if they con- 
‘tinue to work together.

| Serious Consequences. 


In one community, housing units 
built during the last war years 
for sale purposes were sold under 
Order L-41, limiting the cost of 
new houses, at a fair price. They 
are now bringing half again as 
much in a speculative market. 

Some veterans who can find the 
down payment are buying this in- 
'flated property. It is a measure of 
|their desperation. 

But the possibilities of loss and 
bitter disillusion are plentiful, es- 
pecially when the veteran makes 
the discovery that loan privileges 
under the GI Bill of Rights are 
worthless in the face of such in- 
flation. Multiplied many times 
over, this disillusion can have seri- 
ous political consequences. 
| These grim facts of life are cer.

PLAN TO GUT CLOTHING 
DRIVE STORAGE COSTS 


Garments, Bedding to Be 
Loaded Directly Into Rail- 
way Cars, Chairman Says. 


Clothing picked up daily in the 
three-week Victory Clothing Col- 
lection next month will be loaded 
directly into railroad cars from 
the collecting depots, it was an- 
nounced yesterday at a meeting 
of committee chairmen at Post- 
master Bernard F. Dickmann ’s 
office. 

Dickmann, general chairman of 
the drive, explained the plan was 
adopted to eliminate the expense 
and handling involved in storing 
the clothing temporarily in two 
warehouses as originally planned. 
The method is made possible, he 
said, by the extended nature of 
the drive next year instead of the 
single day’s curbstone collection 
last spring. The drive is scheduled 
for Jan. 7 to 31. 

The goal for St. Louis and St. 
Louis county is one million gar- 
ments plu: bedding and shoes. 
Donors will be asked to bring 
their clothing to the nearest po- 
lice station, firehouse or branch 
postoffice where postoffice trucks, 
police patrols and city trucks sill 
move it daily to a loading plat- 
form at Compton avenue and 
Spruce street. 

“This is a community undertak- 
ing,” Dickmann said, “in which 
every citizen will have the oppor- 
tunity of getting acquainted with 
the police captain of his district, 
the superintendent of his branch 
postoffice and the personnel of liis 
fire department. Every resident 
ought to know these officials in 
his own neighborhood as a mat- 
ter of good citizenship.” 
Dickmann announced a budget 
of $5300, $2500 less than the pre- 
vious drive, had been approved by 
the Greater St. Louis War Chest. 
Edward Wise Jr., executive di- 
rector of the campaign and chair- 
man of the publicity committee, 
said thousands of posters and cir- 
culars would be distributed to resi- 
dents of the city and county before 
the drive starts. They will be 
supplemented by billboard adver- 
tising, radio announcements, film 
trailers in theaters and a last- 
minute telephone campaign by 
5000 women workers. “We want 
the St. Louis collection to be the 
best in the country, and I am sure 
every resident will co-operate,” he 
said, 

Heads of the other five working 
committees are: Fred Neubert, 
collection; Mary Louise Hurster, 
education; Samuel McCluney, fi- 
nance; Horace Grimm, packing 
and shipping, and Frances Good- 
all, manpower. 

Dickmann announced a meeting 
of the executive committee for 
Dec, 27 at City Hall to hear re- 
ports submitted by the working 
committee chairmen. Among those 
invited will be Msgr.

|Strengthening of Pre-Legal 


Course Is Aim When 
Classes Re-open: 


The need for providing a well- 
integrated pre-legal 
course as a requisite background 
for lawyers of tomorrow was em- 
phasized yesterday by Dean Rich- 


ard V. Carpenter of the St. Louis 
University Law School in an- 


i | nouncing plans for enrollment of 


students at the school next semes- 
ter. This will be the first regis- 
tration since the Law School was 
discontinued in September 1943. 

Dean Carpenter, who accepted 
his appointme.t last month, said 
that co-ordii.ated programs would 
be worked out shortly to guide 
students with a scholastic back- 
ground of liberal arts and com- 
merce courses into law school. 

“The Schools of Commerce and 
Finance and Liberal Arts are 
looking forward to a new oppor- 
tunity to develop a strong and 
proper pre-legai course, for the 
purpose of producing well-rounded 
lawyers” he said. “We expect 
students finishing the full law 
course of the near future to be 
graduated with both a law degree 
and one in the arts and sciences. 
This development is important to 
St. Louis University and equal to 
its responsibilities and facilities.” 

Only first-year law students will 
be accepted for enrollment Jan. 4 
and 5 for an accelerated two-term 
course, which wili be completed 
by next September, Dean Carpen- 
ter said. Students with the status 
of college juniors and some vet- 
erans with less college work but 
“appropriate background” will be 
eligible for enrollment. Classes 
will begin Jan. 7 

First and second-year courses 
on a regular university schedule 
will be offered next September. A 
full three-year course of instruc- 
tion will be available by Septem- 
ber 1947, he said. 

He expressed the hope that the 
Law School would reach a status 
of equal strength with the uni- 
versity’s other schools within a 
few years. “‘We have ample space 
for expansion of classes and 
courses in the Law School build- 
ing,” he pointed out. “The building 
at 3642 Lindell boulevard has been 
remodeled and will be ready for 
use by the first of the year.” 

Dean Carpenter, a former lieu- 
tenant colonel attached to the 
judge advocate’s department of the 
Army, arrived in St. Louis last 
week. He returned to the United 
States last month from France. 
Formerly a member of a New 
York law firm, he succeeds Dean 
Alphonse G Eberle, who resigned 
recentlysto accept a position with 
the International Shoe Co.

CIVIC GROUP PREPARES 
UNICAMERAL PETITIONS 


The Crusaders Name Dr. Lip- 
pincott to Conduct Educa- 
tional Campaign. 


Petitions to place before the 
voters of Missouri next November 
a proposal for establishment of a 
unicameral legislature for the 
state are being prepared by The 
Crusaders of Missouri, it was an- 
nounced today. ‘ 

Dr. Isaac Lippincott, professor 
of economics at Washington Uni- 
versity, has been appointed presi- 
dent of the organization’s execu- 
tive committee, and will direct a 
state-wide educational campaign 
in connection with the drive, The 
committee he heads is composed 
of 48 representatives of business 
firms and professional groups. 

Under the organization's plans, 
the proposition would be submit- 
ted to the voters in. the form of a 
proposed constitutional amend- 
ment. The Crusaders of Missouri 
sponsored a similar proposal last 
year, but withdrew support of it 
before the election to avoid the 
possibility of hampering passage 
of the new Constitution. 

The support was withdrawn too 
late to permit the proposal to be 
removed from the ballot, and the 
proposal was defeated by a mar- 
gin of only 37,108. A total of 766,- 
324 votes were cast on the pro- 
posed amendment. 

“There ig positive need for 
modernization of our present un- 
wieldy form of government,” Dr. 
Lippincott said i.. accepting the 
appointment. “It is our intention 
to :how the voters of the state 
that establishment of the single 
chamber in the Legislature, prop- 
erly apportioned and districted, 
will greatly increase the value of 
our tax dollars.

The veteran Claude Passeau, 
who toiled in 19 complete games, 
ranked second to Borowy in effi- 
ciency, with a 2.46 mark, the re- 
sult of 62 earned runs in 227 in- 
nings. 

That Charles (Red) Barrett, the 
right-hander who came to the Car- 
dinals in the Mort Cooper deal, 
was a might fine addition to the 
Redbirds’ staff is indicated by the 
records.

About four 
o'clock I'd walk out to where one 
of those covies was feeding and | 
beat the cover until l’d flushed it.

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In Our Country-- 
True Wealth Lies in 


Natural Resources 
By Leonard Hall 


() of these days, in the not very distant 


future, Missouri is going to have a chapter 

of Friends of the Land. This is a natural 

, development following the enthusiasm expressed 

: by hundreds of 

people from the St. 

Louis area who at- 

tended the sessions 

and field trip of the 

organization’s 

annual meeting 

here in September. 

Already there is a 

good nucleus of 

members, some of 

whom have be- 

longed since the in- 

ception of the so- 

ciety. To these will 

be added others 

from the steadily 

growing group 

which is coming to realize that the only true 

wealth in this great country of ours lies in our 

matural resources such as oil, water, forest and 
the mineral elements beneath the surface, 


The Friends of the Land know that upon our 
use and preservation of these resources rests the 
health and strength of America. A primary aim 
of the society is to bring these facts home to 
business men and the citizens of our urban com- 
munities as a whole—to show them the stake 
which all of us have in the land—to co-ordinate 
the efforts of all interested groups--to bring 
about a better understanding by urban dwellers 


of the problems which are constantly being 


faced by folk who live on and by the soil—and 
to point the solutions for some of these problems, 
Already, I should say, our quarterly magazine, 
. "The Land,” is one of the most effective mediums 
in the entire group of journals which deal with 
the problems of better land use. 
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NOT LONG AGO our contractor came over on 
@ Saturday morning to discuss the digging of 
the pond which we surveyed and laid out this 
autumn, in the field across the creek. That 
field was once a weed patch, covered with the 
tall sedge grass which turns such a beautiful 
red-brown in the fall but which serves as an 
admission that your soil is making its last stand. 
Stock won't eat it green, nor as hay. But then, 
as Dr. Albrecht of our Agricultural College has 
proved to us many times, livestock have some 
mystical sixth sense which causes them to leave 
until the very last those crops which actually 
contain the least in nutrients. And the beautiful 
autumn-brown sedge generally grows on land so 
poor that, while the grass continues to flourish, 


it contains almost no elements which have food 
value. Sometimes I think it a shame that humans 
do not have this discriminating sense regarding 
the foods they eat. We'd be less susceptible to 
the lure of vitamin pills in that case, because 
we'd be too healthy to need them. 
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I GOT SIDE-TRACKED there for a moment. 
But when we came out to Possum Trot, we sur- 
veyed that little field and decided something 
must be done about it. First we plowed it deep 
to turn under the weeds and rubbish. This was 
contrary to “Plowman’s Folly” but we had no 
double-disc available which could have handled 
that crop of weeds. Then we applied crushed 
limestone and some phosphate and sowed the 
field to cowpeas. These weren’t planted on the 
contour, as they should have been, simply be- 
cause in those days we didn’t have enough influ- 
ence with our plow-man! So the cowpeas allowed 
some additional erosion, which could have been 
prevented, but they reached down deep with 
their roots and prospered, meanwhile fixing some 
nitrogen in that depleted soil. When autumn 
came along, we plowed those cowpeas under. 
This was really a mulching job, because the 
growth of the big legume was so heavy that it 
defied being turned under and most of the crop 
was merely worked in, fairly close to the surface 
of the ground. : . 
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AFTER THE PLOWING, we seeded the field 
to a mixture of red-top, timothy and bluegrass, 
followed by lespedeza on the late spring snows. 
The first year, the grasses got a fair start but 
the lespedeza made the heaviest growth. The 
weeds came in, too—smart-weed in the summer 
with stalks like young trees and later the 
goldenrod, which had grown there profusely in 
the years that the land lay neglected. We had 
no livestock to pasture the field and couldn't 
even cut hay from it, due to the wet season. 
But during the second year, the timothy and red- 
top and lespedeza flourished about equally. The 
smartweed largely disappeared and the golden- 
rod crop was noticeably lighter. Down under- 
neath, the bluegrass was spreading all the time. 
And finally this summer, the weeds Were practi- 

gcally all choked out, as was a good part of the 
lespedeza which only retained its hold where 
the land was poorest. The redtop and timothy 
were still going strong but the greatest progress 
was made by the bluegrass. Until the hard 
freezes came, there were big areas where the 
bluegrass grew heavy as a polar bear rug and 
as high as your knee. 
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PART OF THIS BLUEGRASS will be torn up 
by the big blade when the bulldozer starts work 
on the dam for our pond—and we hate to see it 
go. But we know the land is in good shape to 
get it growing again. There'll be a pipe through 
the dam for a watering trough when we start 
to use the field for pasture, and the pond will 
be fenced so the stock can’t tramp its margins 
into mud. Inside the fence will be planted the 
“wildlife planting bundles” which State Forester 
George White says are now available through 
any County Agent. These cost just $2 per bundle 
and include 200 plants: ponderosa pine, mulberry, 
walnut, dogwood, wild plum, elderberry, grape, 
multiflora rose, hazelnut, sumac and wild rose. 
Here is food and cover for the birds and small 
fur bearers and I understand these bundles are 
available to anyone. We will mulch the dam 
with straw and get the bluegrass growing again. 
And finally we'll fertilize the pond and call the 
boys down from the Conservation Commission 
to help us with our aquatic plants and fish. 
Then, on summer evenings, I'll rush home and 
pick up the two-ounce fly-rod and hurry down 
a gn a blue-gill or two for supper. Just like

In colonial times, 
the ladies of the great houses set 
much store by their special mince- 
meats. The reeipes were jealously 
guarded secrets and quantities 
were put up for aging from one 
year to another. 

Later, commercial mincemeats 
became more and niore popular, 
as they saved much time and 
many of them being made from 
old, tried and true recipes, were 
more delicious than any that the 
hurried and inexperienced modern 
cook could devise. It is possible 
some of these wonderful mixtures 
may be found on some specialty 
store shelves this year, but if not, 
we can revert to the older times 
and make our own, with or with- 
out meat as we see fit. 

Originally, we are told, mince 
pies were meant to symbolize the 
choicest productions of the east— 
the gifts of the Wise Men to the 
Christ Child. The earlier pies 
used minced or shredded neats’ 
tongues, as their main ingredient. 
mutton enjoyed a period of 
favor. There was a saying that 
one would have as many happy 
months in the year as the num- 
ber of mince pies one tasted at 
Christmas—certainly a challenge 
to our ancestors’ digestions! At 
first, mince pies were baked in 
the form of a manger, but this 
was discouraged later as being “an 
idolatrie in crust.” 

But to get back to present-day 
requirements. If you wish to 
make your own mincemeat at 
once, to give it time for “ripen- 
ing,” here is a fine Maryland re- 
cipe, which can be made with or 
without meat. 

Wash three pounds of apples, 
core them and chop them fine. 
Chop a pound and a half of seed- 
less raisins, after plumping them 
a bit in hot water. Mix the ap- 
ples and the raisins with one and 
one-half pounds of chopped beef 
suet, a good teaspoon or more of 
cinnamon, cloves and _ allspice, 
mixed, one and one-half pounds 
of brown sugar, a scant teaspoon 
salt, the grated rinds of four 
lemons and the juice of three, the 
grated rind of two oranges and 
a little of the juice. Blend all 
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very well and then stir in a cup 
of sherry and a cup of brandy 
or rum. Put the mixture into a 
crock or a glass or enamel bow! 
and keep it in a very cool place 
before using. This amount is 
enough for 10 pies. If you want 
to make a nice Christmas gift 
to someone, a jar or two of the 
mincemeat, wrapped and tied 
with pretty trappings, will prove 
welcome. 

If you wish to add meat, I 
suggest one and one-half pounds 
of boiled beef tongue, finely 
minced. Double the suet and in- 
crease the wine and the brandy 
to one pint each. Store as before. 


And here’s a tip—when you set 
about making the pies, you'll need 
two and one-half to three cups 
of the mincemeat for each two- 
crust pie,

Those of you who may, in the 
past, have stood beside the sanded 
kitchen table in a New England 
country house and waited impa- 
tiently for the delectable little 
balls that were the “holes” of the 
doughnuts to be fished up from 
the bubbling fat and set to drain 
on brown paper until you could 
gobble them up will know what 
I mean by a “good” doughnut, All 
sorts of fancy versions have arisen 
— raised doughnuts, chocolate 
doughnuts, dropped doughnuts and 
so on—but give me a real, honest- 
to-goodness doughnut, made with 
care and fried to perfection, and 
I ask for nothing better. 


Here's what I mean: 


Beat up two eggs until they are 
light and Iemon-colored, Add a 
cup of sugar to them, very gradu- 
ally. Then stir in about a table- 
spoon of melted butter. Mix and 
sift three cups of flour—pastry 
fiour is best if you have it — a 
teaspoon of soda, half teaspoon of 
salt and a good dash of nut- 
meg.

nately with the milk to the egg, 
sugar and butter concoction. Turn 
the dough out onto a floured 
board and roll to about one-fourth 
inch thickness. Cut with a floured 
doughnut cutter — do save the 
“holes” for any children around 
the house—and fry the doughnuts 
in hot, deep fat until they are 
browned delicately. They will 
rise to the top when it is time 
for them to be turned over. 

Now drain them on absorbent 
paper and then put them into a 
pape: bag with powdered or gran- 
ulated sugar and shake them un- 
til they are well-covered. 

Another version of the dough- 
nut—the little cruller—is wonder- 
ful to serve for tea or at a cof- 
fee-drinking party. Mix a cup of 
milk with a cup of sugar and 
two well-beaten eggs. Stir in 
about five tablespoons of melted 
butter, two teaspoons of baking 
powder and enough flour to make 
the dough easy to roll. Roll to 
about one-half inch thickness and 
cut in strips about four inches 
long and an inch wide, Twist the 
atripr and fry them in deep hot 
fat until golden brown. Sugar 
them in a bag, after draining, as 
you did the doughnuts. 

And if the sugar shortage has 
you by the nose, file these away 
until more lavish times and then 
treat yourself to a real feast.

West's double of six 
spades was optimistic, but with a 
singleton club, he was scared to 
death that his partner would over- 
bid six spades as a save and, by 
reason of that same singleton, plus 
his diamond strength and heart 
stopped, West hoped to defeat the 
spade slam. 

As a matter of fact, of course, 
the six-spade contract was hope- 
less when West opened the club 
three—but South put aip quite a 
fight, and a highly successful one! 
The bidding alone told South that 
East had a tremendous number of 
clubs—South said later that fear 
of a ruff had almost kept him 
from bidding the slam—and when 
West led the three, South, with 
the deuce in his own hand, was 
under no illusions about its being 
a singleton. The return club lead 
was so marked that something 
drastic would have to be done 
about it—and South did it! On 
East’s play of the club ace, South 
dropped the king without the 
flicker of an eyelash or the slight- 
est give-away hesitation!
